Report of the Superintendent. 


To the School Board of Newington: 


I, herewith, present my second annual report at Super- 
intendent of your schools. 

In the annual school meeting of 1931 the people of the 
district voted to empower the school board to engage a 
school nurse for the current year. We were very fortu- 
nate in securing the services of Mrs. Dolbec who has done 
such satisfactory work in other near-by towns. ‘The first 
year of any new service is a trial year. Substantial pro- 
gress has been made in this department and its usefulness 
will grow as it becomes an integral part of the school sys- 
tem. It is very gratifying to report a dental clinic in 
Newington. Mrs. Dolbec, the School Board and the 
Grange are to be congratulated upon their part in this 
splendid work. 

A visitor to the school cannot be otherwise than 
pleased with the improved morale of the school. Control 
has been strengthened but, more important than this, a 
spirit of cooperation and mutual respect between teacher 
and pupil is in evidence. It is this harmony for which we 
have been working the past year andahalf. Mrs. Tutt 
did splendid service in establishing good scholarship and 
Mrs. Kenison is working successfully toward the same end. 
With the support of the parents much can be accomplished. 

It is disappointing to note the large number of ab- 
sences and tardinesses in the Newington schools. While 
last year’s standing was better than that of two years ago, 
it was below that of 1930. It seems that some definite 
steps should be taken to improve this condition. The fact 
that the schools were in session 181 days helped a great 
deal to obtain a satisfactory scholarship rating. 

During the current year the Mathematics text books 
of the highest grade have been changed to accord with 
those of Portsmouth. By this move ovr pupils will enter 
Portsmouth Junior High School having studied the same 
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books and done practically the same work as those in Ports- 
mouth. The school authorities of that city have been very 
helpful and are cooperating with us in our endeavor to 
pee the transition to their system as satisfactory as pos- 
sible. 

The children in our schools are not as good readers as 
they should be. This is true of the nation as a whole. 
One of the reasons for this has been found to be a rather 
weak presentation of the subject in the first grades, 
where reading habits areestablished. ‘‘Word calling’’ is 
not understanding reading. To correct this weakness a 
new method of introduction has beenestablished. By this 
method children meet unified ideas before they come into 
contact with separate words. I wish to recommend that 
this method be introduced into Newington next year. <A 
meeting of all Primary teachers of the Union was held in 
Hampton on February 15, 1982. At this meeting the ap- 
proved method was carefully explained and illustrated. 
With this introduction Miss Pickering will be prepared for 
the work of the course. I hope the parents will watch 
carefully the progress of their children in this work. I 
feel sure they will be gratified as are those parents in the 
three other towns of the Union that have already adopted 
the more approved method. 

The Stamford Achievement tests have been admin- 
istered in yours schools this year. These consist of ten 
different tests in the fundamental subjects. The tests 
show your schools to be doing good work especially in 
Arithmetic. The work in Literature could be improved if 
a small and carefully selected library were available in the 
school. Iam, therefore, asking you to consider the advis- 
ability of appropriating fifty dollars for library books. 


With direct preparation for high school through iden- 
tical books and similar methods as those used in Ports- 
mouth, with the rating of our schools by the same stan- 
dard of testing, with the health of our pupils guarded by 
our trained nurse and with the cooperation of parents in 
securing the presence of pmpils in school each day, New- 
ington will rate well to the front in the schools of the 
state. 
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Mrs. Poore is doing her usual good work in music. 
She has suggested the establishment of a harmonica band. 
She should be supported in this work. 

For your help as a board I wish to thank you. For 
the cooperation of the teachers and the friendship of the 
pupils | now express my appreciation.
